March 6—The French gov­ 
ernment started an offensive against 
rofitoering today, with the expecta­ 
tion of lowering the cost of living in 
Paris forty per cent within a fort' 
light.

The model scientific ration for an

France, 
writes that she has no trouble what­ 
ever in hor correspondence with them, 
but she is bitter beyond expression in 
her indignation against the imbecility 
of the United States Postoffice De* 
partment. She says: 
“Our 
American 
government has 
bungled the mail system in France 
most frightfully. 
It would be a dis­ 
grace to the Hottentots. For instance, 
when one of my cousins was wounded, 
(carrying the wounded off the field,) 
and in hospital for three months, his 
family wrote him often, sending cli 
pings, 
pictures etc. to cheer and 
amuse him. I had a letter from his 
mother, from Portland, Oregon, 
las* 
week, and she wrote she had ten let­ 
ters returned from him, and that an­ 
other friend had four returned from 
him, while the poor boy got just one 
letter from his family, while in the 
hospital.” 
Another case that she mentioned is 
where the soldier’s family wrote him 
every few days; he went to the post 
office daily; and received only a let­ 
ter about once a month. 
Those poor homesick boys, done out 
of their regular letters by incompe­ 
tent mail officials. 
It makes one so 
indignant that we cannot think of any 
punishment severe enough to fit “the 
crime.'* 
And from every direction conies the 
same complaint of the utter incompe­ 
tency of the mail service of the war 
department in reaching the boys in 
the ranks in France. 
It was a com-* 
plate falldown on the part of the post­ 
office department—a national scandal 
—shameful, disgraceful, dishonorable 
to the administration.

This being so. here was not one treaty 
with a foreign country to be made.
